To procure congressional legislation 
at the earliest possible moment to 
carry the Chinese Immigration Treaty 
into practical effect, Senator Miller 
and Representative Page will at the 
first Parliamentary opportunity intro- 
duce very important and wmaturely 
considered bills, the provisions of 
which are herewith given in advance. 
The bill that will be offered by Sena- 
tor Miller is as followes: 

That all subjects or citizens of 
China who are students coming to the 
United States for purposes of educu- 
tion, merchants, or traders, engaged 
in lawful commerce, travellers from 
curiosity or upon lawful business, or 
officers of the Chinese Government, 
with their body and household ser- 
vants, may lawfully enter, remain in, 
or pass through the United: States 
upon being identified as hereinafter 
provided. But the introduction or 
coming into, or residence in the 
United States of any and all other 
Chinese or natives of China of whatso- 
ever class or description, whether they 
come directly from China or else- 
where, except such Chinese as were 
residing in the United States on the 
nineteenth day of July, 1881, is hereby 
declared to be unlawful, and is sus- 
pended and prohibited. 

Section 2—That in case any Chi- 
nese residing in the United States on 
the 19th day of July, 1881, shall de- 
part therefrom, their re-entry and fu- 
ture residence therein shall be condi- 
tioned upon their having before de- 
parture been daly registered at a Cus- 
tom-bouse in the United States, and 
producing to the Collector of the dis- 
trict at which they shall seek to re- 
enter, the eertificate of registration 
and Consular certificate hereinafter 
provided for; and any Chinese nut re- 
siding in the United States at that 
date shall as a condition of entry pro- 
duce to the Collector ef the district in 
which he seeks to enter the permis- 
sion of the Chinese Government and 
Consular certificate hereinafter pro- 
vided for. 

Section 3—That the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall forthwith cause to be 
prepared and kept at Custom-houses 
of the United States proper books for 
the registration of Chinese. Other 
sections provide for blanks, proscribe 
penalties, etc. 

Representative Page intends to in- 
troduce two bills on the same subject 
for the same purpose.

Striking Cigar Makers. 
New York, December 5. 

An enthusiastic mass meeting of ci- 
gar makers was held yesterdty for the 
purpose of receiving a delegation of 
striking cigar makers of Milwaukee. 
The meeting was addressed by M. F. 
Leff and George Winter, of the dele- 
gation, and by prominent members of 
the New York union. A resolution 
was adopted by the union granting 
pecuniary aid toward furtheriog the 
interests of the strikers. 


Attempt te Blow Up Montreal. 
Montreat, (Canada), December 5. 
A diabolical attempt was made 
Saturday evening to blow up the City 
Court House by an infernal machine, 
which was wound up like a clock and 
contained ten pounds of dynamite. 
The matter was kept very quiet in 
order to give the police a chance to 
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Empire mill. A street having been 
reached at this point the fire was got 
under control. 
Tuis is the list of the killed and 
wounded so far as now known: 
Killed—Cornelius Fredericks, Assist- 
ant Chief Engineer of the Depart- 
ment was crushed under a falling wall 
of the Minneapolis mill and instantly 
killed; John Luch, a member of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 3, Alex. 
Buck, sweeper in the Pillsbury mill, 
and an unknown citizen were found 
killed outright. Wounded—Daniel 
Horbach, a fireman, badly burned and 
cut about the head and face; F. T. 
Coulter had left arm broken, right ear 
severed and sustained other injuries; 
Fred. Recklija, fireman, was struck on 
the leg by a flying rock and badly in- 
jured; H. Snyder, foreman of the 
Pillsbury mills, received a slight 
wound and was hurled into the canal, 
but escaped with bis life; Thomas W. 
Mullan, assistant miller, who was 
standing near Mr. Snyder, was also 
thrown into the canal and slightly in- 
jured. The loss may be summarized 
as follows: Pillsbury mill $140,000, 
Empire mill $125,000, Crocker, Fisk 
& Co.'s mill $125,000, Uxcelsior mill 
$100,000, cotton mill $40,000, Pills- 
bury & Co. on stock $20,000, Crocker, 
Fisk & Co. on stock $8,000, H. Homp- 
kert on stock $10,000; total, $558,000 
Total insurance, $207,175.

body’s Responsibility—Auditor Wil. 
ams’ Veto Sustained. ~ 

The Commissioners held their regu- 
lar monthly meeting te-day. At the 
afternoon session the question of the 
shorthand reporter's bill came up, and 
County Clerk Osburn read the reasons 
assigned by Auditor Williams, for ve- 
toing the bill. 

Auditor Williams held that no one 
dase before the Justice copld exceed 
a total expense of $10. He then 
referred to the incomplete condition 
of the depositions, and claimed there 
was no law to authorize any larger ex- 
pense than $10. He characterized 
the allowance of the bill as a gross 
peryersion of the law. The deposi- 
tions are as a matter of fact worthless. 
Auditor Williams characterizes the 
depositions as a mass of “idiotic 
questiods and so many entirely mean- 
ingless answers, and says that 
the Grand Jury had disposed of the 
entire matter five days before” this 
mass was dumped into the Clerk’s 
office. He therefore deemed it advis- 
able to allow the Commissioners to 
reconsider their hasty and ill-advised 
action. 

The Auditor states the fact that he 
has not had the advice of the District 
Attorney, and cites that officer to the 
section of law which forbids him to 
advocate any claim for allowance. 

R. H. Lindsay appeared for Osborne 
and discussed Auditor Williams’ veto 
message, and held that the allowance 
was justified by precedent and by de- 
cisions of the District Court. He 


then urged the necessity of the exam- 


ination, that it was all necessary, and 
that the law fully contemplated the 
expense incurred in such necessary 
cases. 

District Attorney Rankin referred 
to Auditor William’s statement that 
he had advocated the allowance of this 
bill. 

Attorney Rankin appealed to the 
Board to endorse him in saying that 
he had merely advised them as to the 
legality of the bill. He cared noth- 
ing for the fate of the bill, but had 
merely said, It was a legal bill and 
hence should be allowed,“ The Dis- 
trict-Attorney then discussed the de- 
cision of Judge King in the case of 
Washoe County vs. W. A. Walker et 
al., in an agreed case, holding that 
the decision justified the charge of 
25c. per folio and it was a proper 
allowance to the Justice. 

Attorney Rankin was substantiated 
in his quotation and interpretation of 
the decision in question by ex-District 
Attorney Bowman, who was present. 

Lawyer Bowman then called atten- 
tion to the manner prescribed for tak- 
ing these depositions. Those which 
are incomplete sught not to be paid 
for. There was a greater amount of 
depositions taken than there was any 
necessity for. 

Lindsay then argued further in 
support of the bill, and said that if 
the depbsitions were finished the bill 
would only be larger, and that 
Bowman's objection as a tax-payer 
was merely a statemént that the bill 
should be larger. 

District Attorney Rankin stated 
that$he would defend the suit zeal- 
ously in the event of the Board sus- 
taining the veto. 

H. H. Beck then addressed the 
Board, calling attention to the asser- 
tion that similar bills had been al- 
lowed. There have been bills allowed 
here which should shame the devil. 
The things were not depositions, were 
made in San Francisco, dud are worth- 
less, and yet you ought to pay for it. 

Lindsay--It has saved the county 
twenty thousand dollars. 

Beck—That’s the invariable excuse. 
Even if the bill be illegal, it is cheap- 
er to pay it. Let's try these matters 


. in the courts. There are hundreds of 


* 


tax-payers in this county that think as 
I do, These papers ought to be cre- 
mated so that they would occupy a 
less space. | 

Lindsay said that it was agreed the 
depositions shonld be copied in San 
Francisco. 

Beck—This is an illegal, outrage- 
ous, damnable charge, and notoriously 
so, I am informed that tbe Board 
authorized the employment of a short- 
hand reporter provided the expense 
did not exceed $60. The manner of 
conducting that trial is notorious, and 
is only spoken of in terms of contempt 
by the Eastern and Western press.

Commissioner Frey stated that his 
mind had been made up for some

The County Assessor's Mistakes—Inex- 
cusable Omissious in the Assessment 
Roll—The County Commissioners’ 
Slack Way of Deing the County's 
Business. 

The Journal man in his capacity of 
Trustee of the Odd Fellows’ Lodge, 
discovered the other day that Asses- 
sor Flanagan had neglected to assess 
the Odd Fellows’ property at the cor- 
ner of Second and Virginia streets. 
A Gazette reporter was set digging 
to see what there was in it, and finds 
that Assessor Flanagan has been in- 
excusably negligent or grossly incom- 
petent in the discharge of his duties. 
He neglected to assess the Odd Fel- 
lows’ property, assessed last year at 
$9,000. The old Weston farm, for- 
merly owned by Jacob Gooding and 
now the property of Richard Desmond, 
with all personal property, he entirely 
omitted. The ranch was assessed last 
year at $1,800. H. M. Yerington 
called at the Treasurer's office a few 
days ago to pay taxes on the N. 6 of 
the N. W. M of Section 17, T. 15 N., 
R. 19 (80 acres). Upon examination 
it was found to have been overlooked 
by the Assessor. 

R. M. Clarke owns a lot in Marsh's 
Addition to the town of Reno, that 
Assessor Flannagan failed to find. 
The property of W. J. Marsn, in 
Marsh's Addition,comprising six town 
lots, was carelessly overlooked by Mr. 
F. A town lot in Evans’ Addition, 
owned by R. A. Lamb, escaped taxa- 
tion. On the Crystal Ice Company's 
real property at Verdi, assessed last 
year for $1,500, and personal property 
at $400, the county sustains a loss of 
$44 through Fiannagan’s negligence. 
Lisle Martin is the owner of the N. 
46 of N. E. 4 of Section 22, T. 19 
N., R. 19, that hejwould gladly have 
paid taxes on if Assessor Flanagan 
had taken the trouble to put him on 
the assessment roll. There are several 
other pieces of property that the As- 
sensor failed to assess, and many er- 
rors and omissions of which he is 
guilty, that show him to be grossly 
incompetent or inexcusably careless. 

In the meantime the Board of Com- 
missioners performed their duties as a 
Board of Equalization in that peculiar 
happy-go-lucky way which has distin- 
guished the present Board. They 
probably took the assessment roll on 
“Flanagan's responsibility,” as a 
proper performance of their duties 
would have discovered and corrected 
Flanagan’s blunders. 

Sie was Born in Carson, 

Mary Wells, the big-footed, San- 
dusky, Ohio girl, has again been 
heard from. There is on exhibition 
in Albany a pair of mammoth shoes, 
which were made in that city for Miss 
Wells. The measurements from which 
the shoes were made sre as follows: 
Ball, 19% inches; irstep, 19 ½ inches; 
ankle, 16 inches; heel, 19 inches; in- 
step, 19 ½ inches; ankle, 23 inches; 
heel, 18 inches, The material used is 
vf pebble goat, and the shoe laced, 
having 21 eyelets. They weigh about 
three pounds each. 


If the Road Supervisor would take a 
look at, Virginia and Second streets and 
Commercial Row he would probably 
come to the conclusion that a little 
work last Summer would have left 
the principal thoroughfares of Reno in 
much better condition for this weather. 
The streets are a disgrace to the 
town. At the corners of Virginia and 
‘Sierra streets Boynton could make an 
exhibition of his skill as a swimmer, 
and Virginia street would almost float 
the steamship Great Eastern.
